Each individual associated with the ^ling and prosecution of a patent application has a dut> of 
candor and good faith in dealing with the Office;, v^hich includes a duty to disclose to the Office all infonnation knon-n to that ind)vidual 
to be material to patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose infortnalion exists with respect to each pending claim until 
the claim is cmiceled or withdrawn fram mnsideration, or the application becomes abandoned Tn/onnaiioo material to the patentz^bilitv 
of a claim ihat is canceled or withdrawn from consideration need not be submitted if the informauon is not material to the patentability 
of any claim remaining under consideration In the appUcauoiL There is no duty to submit information which is not matenal 10 (he 
patentabi]iiy of any existing claim The duty to disclose all information known to be material to patentability is deemed to be sali^tied if 
an itiformation known to be material to patentability of any claim issued in a patent was ciied by il\e Office or sabniined to the Office m 
the manner prescribed by nnfi* 1 97(b>-(d) and 1 .98.
